PHILADELPHIA, March 17-~“Scar- 
face" AI Capone, widely publicized 
racketeer and gunman, was due to 
walk out of Eastern penitentiary here 
today, a free man, after having done 
a “stretch" of ten months for carrying 
a “rod". The exact time when the 
big iron gate of the prison would 
.swing open for “Ai" was not known, 
that being dependent upon how soon 
Governor John S. Fisher would sign 
his relea.se papers. The governor re­ 
turned to Harrisburg last night irom 
a trip to the West Indies. 
A large crowd of morbidly curious 
stood across from the forbidding walls 
of the prison for hours, waiting for 
Capone to come through the big iron 
gate. Automobiles were parked for 
tW'O blocks along Fairmount avenue 
and a score of policemen camped in 
the vicinity to maintain order. 
Have Long Wait. 
Newsreel machines were set up atop 
motor cars and trained photographers 
nulled about among the crowd or sat 
in parked cars, waiting. Pcnsons on 
their way to work stopped and joined 
tiie throng. In the crowd were school 
boys and girls, stenographers, tearn- 
siers. chauffeurs, a scattering of bu.si- 
ness men and quite a lew tough look­ 
ing customers. 
Wlicn Capone failed to emerge at 
12:01 a. m. the sjiectators outside were 
vi.^ibly disappointed.

LIM ITING W E S T E R N H EM ISPH ERE IMMIGRATION 


111 \icw, (d ihf objections that liavt* arisen in some quarters to the 
proposed legislation regulating immigration Irom the Western Hemisphere, 
including Canada, it is worth while to consider the following facts; 
Regulating oi 
admis.sion from Canada is already in operation. Every 
Canadian who comes over the line to reside 
already has to account for 
himseli and pa\ a tax. and must conform to numerous immigration re- 
(|Uiiement.s as to character, ireedoin from disease, liability to become pub­ 
lic chargtg f'tc. 
Moreover, we make no objections if Americans have to do 
the same when ih(*y go to Canada. 
There is. therefore, no principle vio­ 
lated in lurUicr regulating Canadian immigration and there are several 
gcKKl rea.sons lor doing so. 


T'he relation.s 
between Canada and the 
United States are a model 
ior 
the rest ot the world, and Canadians, when they come over the line, 
make our best citizens. 
Ne\erlhele.ss, we are two separate and independent 
countries, and friendly relations are going to be helped, rather than hin­ 
dered, b\ a frank recognition of tliat fact, and oi its consequences. 
It IS not de.siiable to regulate immigTation Irom the Western Piemi.^- 
phere except In term.s apiilying to all countries, and some regulation is 
iicce.ssary. 
We liavt- a most serious unemployment problem aifected especially 
bv Mexican immigration. 
The whoh' standard of living of our working 
population and the prosperity of many of our industries, are being seriously 
ill let ted, both directly and indirectly, by the unlimited importation of Mexi­ 
can labor 
This labor, penetrating into nearly all parts oi the country, is 
linving down wages and is causing widespread and increasing unrest, and 
unemployment. 
It is desirable to limit tins immigration, as we have lim­ 
ited European immigration, in a way that will not appear to cast any 
stigma on our southern neighbor. 
A bill has, therefore, been introduced ap- 
jilying quota.s to all countries of the entire Western Hemisphere. 
By allot nig to any country in this hemisphere, to which Americans 
emigrate, an addition to its quota based on the numbers of Americans so 
emigrating, the bill introduced accomplLshes what is needed without material­ 
ly affecting the amount of Canadian immigration, for .Americans go into 
Canada in large numbers and they do not go into Niexico to any great ex­ 
tent. 
No })iece of iegi.slalion is more needed, and those who may be in­ 
clined to oppose It should remember tiiat by doing so they are noT„ help­ 
ing Canada, but are playing into the hands of certain interest.s who are 
seeking to proiii by the exploitation of cheap 
all the rest of us. whether workers or employers, 
ada IS in no danger.

One may suspect it as the cause of 
t lmorf any kind of uncooperative con- 
duct. although it is about the fast 
thing which parents v.ill look for. 


See that the first baby does not get 
undue attention; let him early learn 
to wait upon himself and to develop 
independence. It he is the only child 
he then v. ill not be so easily hurt by 
unfavorable comparisons which i>. - 
evitably v. ill come as he competes with 
other children.

The gifts to be brought to this 
party will be in the form of muslin, 
“Milk bottle bags', whose cash con­ 
tents will be devoted to Hadassah's 
Infant Welfare fund, through which 
the twenty-one health welfare sta­ 
tions are maintained 
in 
Palestine. 
Mrs. William Blau, local chairm an of 
this fund, with her committee is in 
charge of contributions. 
On this occasion the local chapter 
will be honored by having as its spe­ 
cial guest Mrs. A. H. Vixman of New 
York City, national vice-president of 
Hadassah. Formerly of this region, 
Mrs. Vixman is known as the Mother 
of Western Pennsylvania, having or­ 
ganized many groups in this section. 
Mrs. Vixman spent last summer in 
the Holy Land and during the August 
riots gave im alablue assistance to the 
Hadassah Medical organization. 
Infant Welfare work in Palestine 
is part of Hadassah’s comprehensive 
program of preventive medicine. Its 
work over a period of eight years had 
reduced infant mortality and taught 
thousands of mothers howr to care for 
their children properly. Two years

I ’he poet.H are chanting their lays to the first blossoms and tiie first 
robins of spring, but the State Department of Agriculture is more intent 
on hurling anathema and waging war upon the first stirrings of the Japan- 
e.se beetle. 
From their original colony on a plant nursery in South Jersey 
they ha\e moved steadily we.stward in legions that are multiplying year­ 
ly. despite all the ellorUs of slate and federal forces to combat and con­ 
trol them 
In this commonwealth they have now passed the Su.squehanna 
river and are con.solidating their skirmish lines for the pa.ssage of the Alle­ 
ghenies. 
It may be that natural and geographical conditions will divert them 
northward or southward and protect tlie Middle West from tins pest; but 
that IS lo be doubted. 
Amateur gardeners who have seen what the beetles 
can do lo an ear of sweet corn are not likely to share the optimism of ihe 
entoinologisUs who suggest that the beetle prefers plants which are not 
agricultural -siaples. 
The corn borer does not begin lo approach this alien 
enemy in destructiveness.

Gostly pa,ssports and still more costly visas, still maintained long af­ 
ter every excuse fur their existence had disappeared, are a nuisance and an' 
imposilition wiiich every traveler wants to see abolished.

Led by the deeply religious Senator 
Reed Smoot <R> of Utah one faction 
sought to retain existing censorship 
over a^l foreign books, vesting in the 
secretary of the treasury full author­ 
ity to bar or admit imported tomes.

Report For Past Month Discloses 
General Condition in 
Stale

In Pennsylvania underwent u sliarp 
decline in February of 1980 conipareci 
wiUi the con.struction work dune in 
40 cities and borough.s of the com- 
monwealtii during tho same period 
last year. 
According to the report of the De­ 
partment of Ixibor and Industry, 
made public today, tho declino was 
48.9 per cent. 
Tne report .shows that 1.856 budd­ 
ing permits were issued for work to 
cost $6.059.937 in February 1930, com­ 
pared with 1 904 permits for $5,807.229 
hi f ebruary. 1929. 
Ten cities and .six borouglis, lead 
by Uniontown, .showed and increase 
in the period covered by tlie report, 
Uniontown’s total value of permits is­ 
sued was $243.000 compared with $26,- 
250 for February a year ago an in­ 
crease of 825.7 per cent. 
Other gains Included $57.780 for Al ­ 
toona; $34,815 for New CasTe; $26,510 
for Norristown; $70,869 lor Carlisle; 
$27,022 for Diiquesne; $43,436 tor Haz- 
elton; $53,850 for Johnstown, and 
$26,285 tor Washington. 
The large.st cities in tlie Common­ 
wealth accounted for the decrease. 
Philadelphia, v lth $2.685.800 worth of 
construction permits, decreased 40.5 
per cent over last year, when Febru- 
ar>' saw the issuance of permits for 
work valued át $5,024.620 
Pittsburgh showed a decline of 31 4 
percent; Harrisburg, 66 percent and 
Reading fell off 76.7 percent. 
By classification, only public ga­ 
rages. g^asoline service stations, public 
works and utilities showed gains over 
February. 1929. New residential ron- 
stnaciion showed the greaWst decline, 
with the falling off in that group Jess 
marked in the one and tw'o-lamily or 
apartment house group. 
Unless there is very substantial in­ 
crease in the volume of building per­ 
mits issued
